Newsflash - Regulation Changes 


With the bringing into force of the new Radio Experimenter Regulations two elements 
will have an immediate impact on the hobby in EI. 


1. The Morse test has been reduced from 12 words per minute to 5 words per minute, 
and 2. The "Probationary" period required of Class A Licencees before they are 
entitled to use all modes and full legal power has been abolished. 


To facilitate Class B licencees and others who may wish to take the test at the reduced 
speed, arrangements are being made to have a testing session at the Cork Rally on 
Sunday, September 29th between 12 noon and 2.30 p.m. 


It is anticipated that tests will be conducted in Dublin during the month of October at 
a date and venue to be announced later. 


The members of the Committee are studying the full implications of the new 
Regulations and will be considering these at the next Committee meeting. At this 
early stage it is not possible to state with any certainty if there are any negative 
implications arising from the Regulations for the hobby in EI. It is however satisfying 
to note that some of the representations made by the IRTS have been taken on board 
by the ODTR.
